May 18 last, assauited Mrs, Emma Eichholz 
with intent to commit rape, was commenced 
before Judge Smith. 

The case was called after Judge Smith 
had disposed of the ex parte business on his 
calendar, and the rest of the morning ses- 
sion was devoted to the work of securing a 
jury. Only ten jurors were selected, how- 
ever, before the panel was exhausted, and a 
special venire was issued for five more tales- 
meu, returnable at 2 o’clock, a recess being 
ordered until that hour meanwhile.

A desperate struggie ensued, and as his 
victim commenced to scream Renault knelt 
upon her stomach and placed his left hand 
over ber mouth. He then. disarranged her 
clothing and attempted to accomplish his 
2 Finding her struggles of h., avail, 

rs, Eicholz resorted to strategy, and be- 
tween her gasps for breath she suggested 
that there was a bed in the front room, and 
that if her assailant would let her get up 
she would go there. Kenault at onve re- 
leased her and allowed her to rise, but held 
on to he skirt ot her dress. The pour woman 
after a breathing spell of a few seconds, 
led the way to her bedroom, which was on 
the other side of the house, but as they 
passed through the iront room, she made a 
break for liberty, dashing throagh the 
screen door and leaving a portion of her 
dress in Renault’s hands. She again 
screamed and ran at full speed, closely fol- 
lowed by the defendant, to the residence of 
M. T. Collins, her nearest neighbor, which 
was about twe blocks distant. The defend- 
ant threatened to kill her several times 
while be wasin the house. Ono reaching 
the Collins house, she fell prone upon the 
porch and fainted away, Dut in the mean- 
time Mrs, Collins had seen her coming, and 
r n out to meet ber with a pistol, with 
which she held Renault up until a neighbor 
named W. H. Gould arrived. He heid the 
defendant until Officer D. E. Gridiy, who 
bad “ telephoued for, came aud placed 
Renault under arrest. 

Mrs. Collins. Mrs. L. E. Hoffman. W. H.

girl marched proudly along in the parade 
SiX-year-vid boy, beating a tamboutine 
with chiidish vigor. strude along beside a 
big man. As tue motley procession passed 
tue crowd of bystander, inereased—the 
singing, the shouting, the jingauung of tam- 
bobcines, mingled witu the martial music 
tus quick, suarp ring of Delis trom the 
passing cable cars werulug people to 
the track; the stamping of tue hovts of 
frighteued horses combined to produce 
literal pandemouium. Commauuer and 
Mrs. Booth rode in a carriage drawn by two 
biack norses, occupyiug a position midway 
iu tue procession.

They mounted the plattorm, and 
ua uusu fell over tue great assembly as the 
leader and his wife kuelt reverently in 
prayer. After a few mameuts of silent 
prayer, the Commanier ruse to his feet, 
stood for aD inStuut surveying the vast 
aud then, voicing the sentiment 
ot “Tiny Tim.“ exclaimed in loud tones, 
“God biess everybody A loud “Amen? 
from the crowd was bis response.

CITY COUNCIL, 


Bank Taxation Further Dis- 
cussed at Length. 


ASSESSOR AND CITY ATTORNEY. 


Health Officer’s Report on the 
City’s Water Supply-No Money 
for the Fourth—Routine 
Business. 


The City Council met in regular session 
yesterday morning at the usual time and 
place, President Bonsall in the chair and 
every ward being represented. 

After tie usual preliminaries had been 
disposed of the following message was re- 
ceived from the Mayor: 

WANTS THE DEED AMENDED. 

To the honworuble the Council of the city of 
Los Angtles: Lh.ve declined to sign deed 
to Kdward Am yr for the reason that the 
Zanja Madre runs through thie property and 
has run through the s me from time im- 
memorial. This is shown in the abstract 
accuupapying the application for a de ed. 
In fact in the origional petition to the city 
of Los Angeles for a deed the following ap- 
pears: Io grant me the privilege ot ex- 
tending my wa:ls over the said Zavja, prom- 
ising not to obstruct the free course of the 
water and obligatiug wyaeif to what- 
ever portion of tae z ua there muy be 
within my walls clean and in good repair.” 
The deed should be amended sv as to have 
the right of tue city in and to the z uhji pow 
running through said 1 reserved,

Upon motion of Councilman Rees tue 
message, deed and petition were referred 
to the City Attorney. 

Another message was received from the

COMPENSATION OF STREET COMMISSION- 
ERs. 

Tw the honorable the Council of the city 
of Los angeles: Lreturu to your nouorab. e 
body unapproved an ordinance orderiug the 
work of opening aud wideuing Second 
street betweey Los Angeles street and Ala- 
meda street to be pruceeded with dnd dune, 
aud appointing comuitssioners to assess the 
benelits aud damages and to have general 
supervision of said work. 

iu my Communication to your honorable 
body, under date of May. 25, 1 refused to ap- 
prove demands of the sirect cow nissioners 
In the altempted opening ot dixch street 
from Peari to Ward street because no rule 
had been adopted by your nouorable body 
fixing the compensation to be paid these 
comwissioners, as required by aw. the com- 
missioners having fixed their own compen- 
sation. It is cuutrary to the law uuuer 
which they received their appointment, 
‘which reads, “four their services they sbali 
receive such compeusstion as the City 
Council shali determine from time to time.” 
In that commuuication 1 


appointing new commissioners with- 


out any limitation as to the ginvuut of fees 
to be cuarged by them, would be a disre- 
gard vy us of tue protection intended by 
the law to be thrown around the property- 
owners in these sirest-opening cases, If 
abything were needed to emphas.ze the 
neeessity for some rule, to protect the 
property-holders, on the subject it is fur- 
Bisued by the cuumissiopers themse. ves in 
their fep.y to my message ot May 25. Read 
it: ‘““Laking into consideration that on 
each street each Commissioner has given a 
bond with two sureties who must swear 
that each is worth 5810. 000 over and above 
all liabilities, aud that our salaries re very 
uncertain as time of payment, we 
do not consider that we have been allowed 
The fact that they are re- 
quired vo file a large bond authorizes them 
to charge a large fee. The maguitude ot 
the boud aud uucertainty of payment jus- 
tiles a lurge compeusation. The amount 
of labor performed does not enter 
1 the computation. Take the 

ext senteace:, in esch we 
estimate the value of our work according to 
the time consumed, coutempiating not to 
value our services more than at tue rate of 
$125 per month.“ And further down we 
read: Our experience certainly has been 
that it was necessary that we should con- 
stantly be present in our office iu order to 
do the work satisfactorily.” Is there any 
sense Or reason in permitting these men 
to charge the few streets we have to open 
with their constantemployment? Read the 
purpose for which they are required to be 
present: We are required to be present 80 
that warrants for the damuges to land can 
be sigued by us before the property-owners 
can draw it from the treasury; besides, 
large sums of money have been ordered 
pay! b.ck by the Council to parties paying 
tin on streets that have been discontinued 
by the Council, which warrants must also 
be sizned by us.” This is the work tht 
requires them to be present in the office all 
‘the time. I am of the opinion that tue lim- 
itation of amount to be allowed these com- 
missioners in each of these cases would 
alter their experience in the matter, and 
would do away with the necessity of their 
being “constantly present“ in the office 
month alter mouth merely to sigu the few 
Warr nts necessary in these cases. All the 
Warrants signed by the commissioners in 
the last two years “could easily be signed 
in two hours,” 

Until some rule is adopted fixing this 
comdensation to te paid street commis- 
siouers in these cases as required by law. I 
-Delieve it to be my duty to refuse my ap-

.  proval of any ordinance making furtuer ap- 


lntments in these street opening cases.

A delegation of the Finance Committee 
of the Fourth of July Committee 
consisting of Messrs. Hervey Lindiey, J.

McGregor, appeared before the Council at 
this juncture, and asked that an appropria- 
tion uf 8100 be made for the proper celeora- 
tiou of the national holiday. 

Councilman McGarry reminded his con- 
fréres that they had a few months ago ap- 
propriated $1000 toward the expenses of en- 
tertaining Président Harrison, at which 
time it was understood that no further ap- 
propriations were to be m de.

Cuunciiman Summerland was strongly 
opposed to the apprupriation. He was als“ 
against cutting down the salaries of poor 
laboring men, but as this bad already been 
done, he would certainly not consent to the 
expenditure oi money for so much smoke. 

Tufts thought that something 
ought to be appropriated; but ou motion of 
Cuuncliman Nickeil, the request was de- 
nied * vote of 8 to 1. 

L. Lichtenberger then appeared and 
asked the Council to allow Spriger to use 
the water of the zanj.: for irrigating a piece 
of land on Adams street for the purpose of 
experimeuting the raising of tobacco. The 
mitter was referred to the Zauja Com- 
mittee. 

In accordance with the report of the 
Supply Committee, ail bids for the supply 
of lumber fur the city fer a year were re- 
jected, as there appeared to be no saving 
for the city. , 
The Bridge Committee reported as fol- 
ows: 

BRIDGE MATTERS. | 

Lo thé honuruble the Council of the city 
of Los Angeles: Your Bridge Committee 
beg leave tb report as follows: 

First—We recommend that the bid of E. 
R. Fox for $2290 for the construction of the 
approvch to ine Walnut-street bridge be ac- 
cepted, and the City Attorney directed 
t draw necessary contract and bond.

THE ASSESSOR AND THE BANKS, 

To the honvrable the Council of the city. 

of Los Angeles: For some years past the 


‘matter of the assessment of money and 


other property belonging to the banking in- 
stitutions of this city has ved more or 
less attention from the public, but the ques- 
tions connected therewith have never been 
satisfactorily settled. 

Au impression is quite prevalent that a 
considerable amount of such property has 
regularly escaped taxation, 

In endeavoring to determine for myself 
Whether or not this impression was well 
founded, I sub; cenaed tue officers of the sev- 
erai commercial and—savings banks, under 
the direction of the City Attoruey, to appear 
defore me and examined them under oaib 
in relation to the property owned or con- 
trolled by their respective banks, on the 
first Monday of last March. 

1 forwarded the results of the examina- 
tions, and the statements filed with me for 
assessment by the banks examined, to the 
City Attorney, and requested his opinion, 
as per copy of my letter hereto attached; 
his reply (also.hereto attached) does not 
answer a question asked him. It is, there- 
tore, not satisfactory, and 1 have so notified 
him. He, in substance, wants me to do 
over ag.in what has been already done, and 
for which there is neither time vor neces- 
sity tudoagaia, The facts are now before 
us.and the question is: What is assessable, 
and how mast it be asses ed? I nave my 
own idea ot this, avd whatever it is my duty 
to do in the matter 1 shall endeavor to do. 
However, before taking any action without 
legal advice, which may involv the city in 
litigation, I have deemed it proper to sub- 
mit the question to the consideration of 
your honurable body. |

AN ANIMATED DISCUSSION. 

The City Assessor not being present, an 
office, was dispatched to notify him that the 
Council wished to hear him in the matter, 
and in the interim Councilman McGarry 
moved that the Councilmen, since they have 
rejected the $1,000 request of the Fourth of 
July committee, subscribe out of their own 
pockets 81,000. 

President Bonsall remarked that it was 
a matter of personal privilege. Some Coun- 
cilmen might want to give 6200. 

Councilman Innes moved that Mr. Me- 
Garry canvass the Council, collect the 
money, and then turn it over to the Fourth 
of July Finance Committee, 

Councilman Summerland added that Mr. 
— could make up the deficiency him- 
80 . 

The subject was dropped without action. 

On the airival of City Assessor Hinton, 
Deputy City Attorney W. E. Duun ad- 
dressed the Counell on the subject of the 
assessment of the banks. He stated that it 
was a well-known fact that the City At- 
torney bad been the first man to attack the 
banks, When no assessor had exhibited 
nerve enough to assess them. Last year, 
however, it was too late, alld they escaped. 
This year the City Attorney had prepared a 
list of interrogatories,which were furnished 
to the Assessor, the answers to which show 
that the sworn statements made by most of 
the banks in the past were false or 
erroneous. Now the Oity Attorney wanted 
the Assessor to get the bauks to swear w 
new and true statements; but the Itter did 
not agree with the former, having ideas of 
his own on the subject. The whole thing 
in a nutshell was that the Assessor, like his 
predecessors, wanted to shelve as much 
responsibility as he could off his shoulders 
onto those of the City Attorney when it 
came to a clash with banks and other laece 
corporations. Asa matter of fact, the City 
Attorney was not required by the charter to 
furnish written opinions to city official 
but he hid done so and would continue 
do so, when necessary. 

Counciliman Kees said that the City Attor- 
ney’s reply was altogether evasive, none of 
the specific questions being specific 
answered, They all knew that if there was 
any way of dodging the assessment the 
banks would do it. 

City Assessor Hinton replied to Mr. 
Duann’s remarks in a forcivle speech. He 
had, under the City Attorney’s direction, 
t Ken sworn statements from each of the 
banks, of its property, They had been sent 
to the City Attorney and specific questions 
asked concerning them. The long and 
suort of it was that he wanted to assess the 
banks, but he first wanted the City Attor- 
ney to tell him what was and what was no! 
assessable. He was perfectly willing to 
shoulder the odium of this matter, and ali 
the glory might go to the City Attorney, 
He felt that he was entitied to an answer to 
his questions; but he could not get it. 

Mr. Duon denied that tne Assessor had 
any legal right to call upon the City Attor- 
ney for any advice. The charter said the 
City Attorney was to advise the City Coun- 
cil; still advice had always been cheerfully 
given heads of departments, and always 
would be. There was uo difference between 
the Attorney or the Assessor on the legal 
points; it was simply over the way of 
getting about the same thing. The Attor- 
ney wanted it done one way, the Assessor 
another, It was a matter of reading over 
fifty or sixty closely type-written pages of 
sworn testimony. 

Councilman Lanes said that if the City 
Attorney’s office wasn’t for the purpose of 
advising heads of departments, then the 
quicker it could be abolished and recon- 
structed the better it would be for the city. 

Mr. Dunn retorted warmly that he had 
heard the sims thing about the Council. 

At this juncture Counci!man Summerland 
moved that thé City Attorney furnish.the 
City Assessor with whatever legal advice 
he may require, which motion was carried. 

THE STATE-STREE&T BRIDGE. 

Aftera number of motions, and miscel- 
laneous business, the demand of J. L.

ing each consumer is caretul in its use and 
wastes none. Under the circumstances, | 
deem it wise to order the cessation of street 
sprinkling upon the hills, with 
sanction of, the Cuvuuncil, and reques:

at Los ANGELES POSTOFFICS AS SECOND-CLASS MATTER 


A PROMISING VALLEY. 


Everyone in the foothill portion of 
the Cahuenga Valley raises vegetables, 
as well as other farm products, and 
the people hardly know whether to 
call themselves farmers or gardeners, 
agriculturalists or horticulturalists. 
They ate both by turns, and succcssful 
in either. 

The striking of oil is something that 
has been deemed among the probabili- 
ties for many years in the valley, and 
now it has proved areality. Several 
prospecting operations have been 
rather promising, but the one of the 
Oil and Gas Development Company bas 
gone beyond the expectations of every- 
body. The matter of greatest 
doubt was in reference to the quality 
of the product. The brea beds and 
springs showed a kind of oil, but it 
was too thick and tar-like, but now the 
best kind of oil has been brought to 
light in abundance, and will soon 
illuminate all thatregion. With the 
Wilgus oil-burning apparatus there is 
nothing to hinder all kinds of manu- 
facturing that can be carried on with 
cheap fuel. 

The Los Angeles and “Pacific Rail- 
road, which threads this, one of the 
richest by nature of all the wonderful 
California valleys, has some prospect 
of starting up again after its long sus- 
pension. Parties of foresight, who are 
willing to use some money to revive 
the concern, will soon find themselves 
in possession of a property which 
will grow better and better for 
all time. The Cahuenga Valley 
dummy road has already started up, 
and the welcome sound of its steam 
whistle resounds through the valley 
nearly every hour ot the day. It is a 
great convenience to picnic parties, 
which can take the Temple-street cars 
at the junction of Main and Spring 
streets and be landed before stopping, 
except to change cars, at the entrance 
of some mountain cafion in the Santa 
Monica range. 

The summit of the Cahuenga Pass, 
through which so much traffic has 
always been carried on, is less than 
900 feet above sea level, and through 
this pass, it is thought, water from 
the Sierra Madre Mountains can be 
brought into the valley for use and to 
supply the city with the pure moun- 
tain fluid which is just now much 
needed. Of course, this would involve 
a considerable length of pipe line, but, 
according to the engineers, it is an 
entirely practicable scheme. This 
year’s fruit crop in the valley 
iseminently promising, but a good 
deal of solicitude is felt about the price 
it will bring. People cannot afford to 
rise fruit for no more pay to the 
pound than hay brings. They are 
willing to séll for reasonable prices, 
but they have often been compelled to 
dispose of their stock.at wholly unre- 
munerative rates. 

Not an hour of depressing weather 
has been experienced in there this 
year; a bracing sea breeze has been of 
daily occurrence, and the residents 
wonder atthe hot weather they read 
about in the East so early in the 
season.

The Winter Vegetable Association of 
the Cahuenga townsbip is a live con- 
cern, and ready for operations when 
the next season comes on.

The large landboldings in the valley 
are still the principal drawback to its 
prosperity, but for these, no locality in 
Southern California would surpass it, 
with its proximity to the city and 
the ocean, witb its soil and scenery, its 
freedom from heat and cold, the won- 
derful variety of its products, its 
abundance of water and freedom from 
irrigation.

Because he isthe most conspicuous 
eit zen of the Republic, Mr. James G. 
Blaine is the mbet attractive target for 
newspaper misrepresentation in Amer- 
ica. Joho Hay once said tome: “Mr. 
Blaine knows more on ali subjects than 
any living man.“ It is my opinion 
that Col. Hay was correct in his esti- 
mate of Mr. Blaine. 


For years, many newspapers have 
been engaged in the work of creating 
the belief in the public mind that Mr. 
Blaine is an ‘invalid; afflicted with 
some incurable disease. I know that 
these stories are absolutely untrue. 
For one of his age he is in excellent 
physical condition, He is the most in- 
dustrious worker of all the public 
men inthe United Stites. When he 
is known to be well he cannot shut 
himselt away from-the horde of people 
who would thrust themselves upon 
him, and when he has special work to 
do, he finds it convenient to say that 
He may at times be iil; 
for most of hardworking men get sick. 
but he is as frée from organic disease 
as any man in the country. 

Aside’ from the condition of his 
health, he has not escaped misrepre- 
sentation. I have knowu him since 
1865, and think I ‘have had as many 
opportunities to study him as any one 
not a member of his fam ly, and know- 
ing him as I do, can say that I never 
kuew a man who loved the human 
family more than he does. His popu- 
larity with those who know him best 
comes from the fact that he loves po- 
ple—men, women aud children. In 
this regard he is the most. uaselfisn 
man I have ever met. 

{n 1867, Mr. Blaine said to me: “I 


do not believe that military recon-

Tuen why not oppose it?“ I asked. 

“Because I am too small a quantity 
to set myself in opposition to we Re- 
publican party.“ 

o then gave me, at some length, his 
opinion of the situation. His idea was 
that a transcontinental railway from 
Charleston to San Diego, aided by the 
Government gost the pubiic 
over $50,000,000; that the expenditure 
of this sum would restore business 
activity throughout the South, and 
when done would leave a work of per- 
manent value for the people. He be- 
lieved that military reconstruction 
would result in placing the political 
power of the reconstructed States in 
the hands of the former insurgents, 
and that afterthey had come to feel 
that they had a serious grievance 
against the people of the loyal States. 
He cited the experience of Cromwell 
and his eleven military districts, aud 
the evanescence of the structure when 
the military was withdrawn. Time 
has demonstrated that he foresaw the 
result. 

In the campaign of 1880, up to the

Littler, both of whom are living and 
can confirm tHis statement. now 
have Col. Merriam's letters to- me on 
this subject. At that time, March, 
1884, Mr. Blaine did not believe that 
he could be elected. I printed this 
statement in the Cincinnati Enquirer 
in the form of an invervjgw with nim. 
The date of my letter “Was about the 
17\bh of March of that year. 

The election gave the Presidency to 
Mr. Cleveland, though every man in 
the United States knows that with an 
honest count of the whole vote Mr. 
Blaine would have had the office. As 
it was he lacked only 560 votes of be- 
ing President, out of a total of 10,000,- 
000 votes. 


In the latter part of 1885 or the 
early part of 1886, L met Mr. B'aine 
and asked him if ne would be a candi- 
date in 1888. He said he wouid not, 
and said it in such a way that I knew 
ne meant just what he said. During 
that talk he sade 

think Harrison of Indiana would 
be an available man, and would make 
u good President. Whatdo you think 
of bim?“ | 

I answered that I thought Gen. Har- 
rison Was OC DALE 
honest man who believed that be was 
born to be President—and who, if 
w.ecied to the office, would leave it 
without any scandal affecting his in- 
tegrity, but that he was not a great 
man. Mr. Blaine then said he had but 
one public ambition, and that was to 
fill out the term of his office of Secre- 
tary of State, from which he had been 
removed by President Arthur. As we 

arted, he asked me to think over the 
matter of Harrison as a candidate and 
write him after my return to California. 
In May, 1886, | wrote him at consid- 
erable length, and pointed out that the 
Blaine men controlled the machinery 
of the Republican party, and that I 
believed they would be willing to nom- 
inate Gen. Harrison upon bis promise 
that if elected, be would give the State 
Department to Mr. Blaine. I sent a 
copy of this to Gen. Harrison, and have 
his reply to it, as well as several letters 
written by him upon the same subject, 
during 1886. In November of that 
er I received a letter from Gen. 

arrison, which very strongly indorsed 
my view of the situation. This letter 
I delivered to Mr. Stephen B. Elkins, 
who submitted it to Mr. Blaine and 
Mr. Whitelaw Reid. That letter de- 
termined the action of friends of Mr. 
Blaine to givo their influencein the 
convention of 1888 to Gen. Harrison. 

In March, 1888, | visited. New York 
upon the invitation of Mr. Elkins, to 
discuss the question of supporting 
Harrison in the convention, Quite u 
number of persons were invited by Mr. 
Elkins to meet him in New York on 
the 14th of March, but the great 
blizzard prevented many of them 
reaching there. At that time public 
sentiment on the tariff had undergone 
a very decided change since 1884, and 
it seemed to me that Gen. Gresham 
was more in harmony with Mr. 
Biaine’s reciprocity tariff views than 
was Gen. Harrison, and that Gresham 
would be the easiest man to elect. Ou 
my way to New York I visited Gen.

Sherman arrived at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, and I had quite a talk with bim 
on the subject. r. Elxius also saw 
him, and to both of ns he said te 
would be a candidate if Mr. Blaine was 
not. On that afternoon Mr. Elkins in- 
formed me that the Blaine ople 
would favor the nomination of Harri- 
son. He also advised Mr. New to the 
same effect. This decision was due al- 
most entirely to the efforts of Mr. El- 
kins. Nearly all of the representative 
Blaine men who went to New York, us 
well as those who lived there, were not 
in favor of Harrison, and some of 
them (whose .names I withhold) re- 
fused to aid him unless he gavea 


direct promise to Mr. Elkins that 


Blaine should have the State Depart- 
ment. This promise Mr. Elkins agreed 
to have betore ahe couvention assem- 
bled, and I have reason to believe that 
he received it when he visited Harri- 
son at Indianapolis two months later. 
On the 20th of December following. 
Mr. Eikins wrote me that Harrison 
had not yet tendered the State Depart- 
ment to Blaine, and asked me to write 
the President elect upon the subject, 
which I did. Wuen I decided to print 
the whole correspondence—all of which 
I have, except one letter—the reason 
will de quite clear why Mr. Eikins 
asked me to write to Mr. Harrison. 
What I have written is merely intro- 
ductory to the expression of my opinion 
that Mr. Biaine is not a candidate for 
the nomination in 1892. I am confi- 
dent that he would not allow bis 
friends to make a struggle in the con- 
vention for bim, and that he would 
not accept the nomination unless it 
was practically the unanimous desire 
of the party expressed in convention. 
Lam sure that he does not believe 


that it will come to him in 
that way, and that therefore 
he is not in any sense, di- 


rectly or indirectly, a candidate; and 
and that no man has any authority 
from bim to say that he is. I know 
that his friesds—and they area large 
majority of the party—want bim to be 
the candidate, and that he cannot pre- 
vent their talking and working with 
that end in view. Mr. Blaine belongs 
to the American people, and while he 
is in health he can not close the mouths 
of his friends, even though their good 
words annoy him more than the ‘at- 
tacks of hisenemies.

A Plea for the T ixoayers. 

Los ANGELES, June 21. 1891.—|To 
the Editor of Tue Times.} The 
writer, a taxpayer in Los Angeles, 
has watcbed with much interest the 
retrenchment proceedings now before 
the City Council. It is evident that 
the gentlemeu and ladies who now 
draw comfortable salaries from the 
treasury will not stand eVen a slight 
reduction without a struggle. The 
sume fight has been made before here 
and the result thus far has always 


been the same. The gentlemen who 


earn their salaries by placing their 
feet at an angle of 45°, smoking 
good cigars and giving a few orders to 
subordinates, remain untouched, 
while the hardest-working employés 
have to bear a cut in their compara- 
tively low wages. There is a small 
and patient body of citizens here 
who have to foot the bills. They 
are known as the taxpayers and 
if you will get a roster of all the city em- 

loyés it would surprise you to see how 
ew of the salaried people here pay a 
cent toward the expenses of the city. 
If you are the owner of a little home in 
the City of the Angels vou have to pay 
from $40 to $300 a year in tuxes and as- 
sessments to support the city and 
county government; but if you follow 
the example of most of the city em- 
plovés, and own nothing, you pay not 
a cent, while at the same time you 
have the benefit of police protection, 
street-lighting and sprinkling and 
everything else the property owner 
pays for and enjoys. | 

Many a poor man in this city just 
now finds it hard to pay taxes, licenses 
aod o:her assessments und have enough 
to feed his family. In a few days our 
genial city employés, teaghers, etc., will 
have their vacation. Some will go to 
Yosemite, others to Alaska, Coronado, 
Europe,the Eust, and various other 
places of resort. But the taxpayers 
the shop, the factory or even dig the 
streets in order to meet the current ex- 
penses, of which no small items are 
taxes, licenses and assessments. 

Much has been said about the ad- 
vantages of the special teachers in 
our schools. Ifany man of common 
sense will watch them for a short time 
he willl soon see that competent as 
these people may be, the money paid 
them is thrown away. They can only 
spend a short time at each school, 
and it is doubtfu if a single pupil has 
a chance to gain a new idea from them. 
A bottle uf F.orida water is a very 
agreeable adjunct toa bath tub, but 
when thrown into the surf at Santa 
Monica no one is benefited. So it is 
with-our special teachers. They are 
not able to cover-the territory they are 
obiiged to, to any advantage. 

It is a perfectly unanswerable argu- 
ment for reduction that there are hun- 
dreds of just as competent men and 
women in Los Angeles as fill our City 
Hall and scugol rooms, working longer 
hours for less money than the latter, 
and there need be no fear, in the event 
of a moderate reduction, that there 
will not be enough people left to assess 
and collect our taxes, inspect our 
streets and backyards, warn us to trim 
our pepper trees, and not to stand too 
long in one place on the sidewalk, or 
to teach our boys reading, writing and 
arithmetic. Above all, let the senti- 
mentalists, who always come to the 
front in case of a proposed reduction, 
reserve a few tears for tke tax and 
license-payers, ‘who will, if the Council 
fails to do its duty, have to work more 
bours and deprive themselves of 
needed comforts in order that our offi-

Paris, June 22.—(By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] In the Deputies today 
Lasserre moved that the government 
explain why they so long delayed the 
prosecution of the culprits in the 
melinite scandal and why the trial was 
conducted with closed doors.

The Secretary Accuses Pauncefote 
Of Making Public Matters That 
Were to be Kept 
_ Strictly Sec: et.

OTTAWA, (Ont.) June 22.—|By the 
Associated Press.] In the Senate to- 
day additional correspondence on the 
reciprocity proposals between Canada 
and the United States was brought 
down. This embraced the correspond- 
ence between Blaine and Pauncefote 
on the matter. The first batch of 
letters deals with preliminary ar- 
rangements for the conference, Then 
comes a letter from Blaine to Paunce- 
fote, a short time before the confer- 
ence in which he says: | 

If an agreement is reached, all is well; if 
not, no official mention is to be made of this 
effort. Above all things, it is important to 


avoid public reference to the matter. This 
the President will insist on. 

He continues: ; 

While no notes were exchanged between 
us, I carefully minuted my mudificativn of 
the paper you left with me containing Loru 
Salisbury’s propositions, and did sv immedi- 
ately after you left the apartment. 

He adds, as if to impress it: 

You will observe the private character 
which I wished to impart to the conference 
as recoguized by you. 

Another letterisin an angry tone. 
The Oauadian elections were over. 
Blaine writiag to Pauncefote reminds 
him forcibly of the agreement as to 
secrecy made between the govern- 
ments, and continues: 


It was a surprise to me when I 
learned that during the Canadian can- 
vass Sir John Macdonald and Sir 
Cuarles Tupper both stated before pub- 
lic assemblages that an informal dis- 
cussion of a reciprocity treaty would 
take place at Washington aiter March 
4, by invitation of the Secretary of 
State.“

Outrages Upon ita lans Which May 
Have Serious Resu.ts, 

Sr. Louis, June 22.—{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The police investigation 
has developed the fact that the riot at 
Chain of Rocks Sunday morning was 
the result of the factional tight bewween 
Italians, but arose from hard feelings 
caused by the arrival of tue Italiaus 
at the camp. A raid was made by 
American workmen. The Italians 
were driven from the camp, their valu- 
ables and money were confiscated by 
the gang of American laborers making 
the attark, and a race panic was in- 
augurated. So serious were the pro- 
portions assumed by the affair that 
Italian Consul Ginocchi this morning 
called cn Chief of Police Harrigan at 
the Four Courts demanding proiection 
for his countrymen and the beginning 
of an official investigation. 

The contractor at the works has also 
asked for police protection. There are 
likely to be serious consequences aris- 
ing from the bloody anti-[talian raid.

The Case of Miss Couzins 
Presented. 


Briefs Submitted Containing Some 
Law and Much Acrimony. 


Caustic References to the Way Mrs 
Palmer Has Run Things. 


The Washington Authorities WII 
Take No Action Until the Courts 
Have Rendered Their De- 
cisions.

WASHINGTON, June 22.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] Miss Phoebe Couzins 
filed a voucher for salary for May as 
secretary of the board of lady man- 
agers of the World's Fair with Assis- 
tant Secretary Nettleton at the Treas- 
ury Department toduy, together with a 
brief in support of her claim. The 
brief is in two parts, the first having 
been prepared by W. P. Black and C. 


B. White, and the other by Robert 
Rae. The case is reviewed in all its 
branches, and an elaborate argument 
presented to show that Miss Couzins is 


still legally the secretary of the board 


of lady managers. It is contended 
that while the commission had power 
to prescribe the duties of the board, it 
could not control, direct or supervise 


nor in the agencies by which, or 
methods in which that board would 
perform the duties prescribed by th 
commission, 

It 1 asserted that the Executive 
Committee of the board as constituted 
is a mere and utterly irresponsible 
creation of the president of the board, 
and the following comment is made on 
the so-called sub-committee: 


Surely a sub-committeee, eb osen from the 
personal appointees of one lady, however 
gifted and however dazzling her social po- 
sition, is not a body which Congress con- 
templ:ted when it sdopted sec. 6 of the act 
providing for the World's Fair Commission 
to exercise the functions of a board of lady 
managers provided for in that section. 
The attempt to substitute this little coterie 
of personal appointees forthe magnificent 
body of representative women which was 
originally selected by the commission in the 
performance of its duty in that behalf im 
posed upon it, when coupled with the pub- 
licly declared policy that no further meet- 
ing of the ard ot ady man 
avers is ever to de called, aud 
that all duties of the board are to be 
performed in perpetuity by the Executive 
Committee of that board or a sub-committee 
thereof—this effort furnishes sufficient occa- 
sion for the struggle which is being mide 
by Miss Couzins to maintaig the dignity 
and defend the rights of the board of lady 
managers, and give sufficient concern to 
those who have believed that this legislation 
of Congress would afford a fitting oppor- 
\unity for the representative women of 
America toshow what is in their power 
when called upon to participate in the 
transaction of a great national enterprise 
like this exposition, and who now be- 
hold this opportunity about to be 
destroyed by the efforts to transfer 
all powers of this board of lady managers to 
a single woman acting in conjunction with 
an executive committee so-caiied, or sab- 
committee such as the Executive Committee 
illegally appointed by herself, and thus 
acting in subjection to the Executive Com 
mittve of the commission and its Director- 
General, thus becoming merely subordi- 
nates of certain efficers of the commission. 


In closing their brief Black and 
Waite say: 


In her ficht in this case Miss Couzins is 
not merely struggling to retain the office on 
account of tue emoluments or personal ad- 
vant ge which she might derive from the 
exercise of its prerogatives and the r- 
formance of its duties; she is insisting that 
she holds her commission by virtue of the 
action of the board of lady managers, aud 
that the bo.rd must pass upon the question 
of her rete tlon in office and as to whether 
she faithfully performed all the duties 
devoived upon her Dy ber election as secre- 
tary of the buard ef lady managers, She 
made an appeal to the courts, believing 
that the proceedings which have been 
e rried on against ner are arbitrary, illegal 
aud revolutionary, and she insists that 
until the courts huve spoken authoritatively 
upon the questions presented she is eu- 
titled to exercise the functions, perform the 
duties and draw the salary attached to the 
position to which she was elected by the 


In his brief Rae makes the follow- 
ing remarks in regard to the powers of 
the board of lady managers: 0 


It is the evident intention of the act of 
Congress that the board of lady managers 
shouid continue in the active performance 
ofitsduties up to and after the time of 
awarding prizes for such exhibits as shal: 
be pruuuced in whole or part by female 
labor. It is evidently the intention of Con- 
cress that it should so exist and meet and 
exercise the powers couferred upon it by 
Congress, aS well as the duties to 
be prescribed for it by the commisslon, 
and as these duties require the exercise of 
judgment aud that must 
de exercised by the body itself—it was never 
intended that the Executive Committee 
should receive by delegation these hign and 
important trusts, It is a famiiiar principle 
of law that the directors of a corporation 
cannot generally deiegate their authority 
and power to others.

MEXICO AND HAYTI. 


An Outrage Onthe Former’s Consul 
Will not Ba Resented. 

Sr. Louis, June 22.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] A dispatch from the 
City of Mexico says: “Several days 
ago two warsbips of the Mexican fleet 
sailed from Vera Cruz with 400 soldiers 
for an unknown destination. It is be- 
lieved they have gone to Hayti, where 
they have been ordered to demand 
reparation of Hippolyte for violation 
of the Mexican consulate at Port-Au- 
Prince. The Haytian President has 
caused intense indignation. It is 
stated by the government that neither 
one of the warships sailed for Hayti, 
but they bave gone to Huatusco to put 
down a revolt among the Indians.“ 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—The 
ican goverument bas informed Sefior 
Romero that the Mexican consul at 
Port-au-Prince has reported that an 
armed force broke into bis house 
underorders of President Hippolyte 
of Hayti, and took out four political 
refugees, who Were immediately sbot. 
While it is not true that President 
Diaz of Mexico authorized directly or 
indirectiy such a step, the Mexiéan 
government took the view that consuls 
not having under international law the 
right of asylum enjoyed by diplomatic 
representatives, no insult had been 
madeto Mexico by such action, al- 
though this was otherwise hardly ex- 
cusable.

MT, WILSON’ ROAD NOTES. 


When Win it be Bullt?—Notes and 
Comment — People Coming 
and Going — Local 
Brevities. 


A recent issue of the New York 
Times contains au article of consider- 
rble length on the proposed railroad to 
Mt. Wilson. 

The writer says this will be the third 
mountain road in the country. The 
Mt. Washingtun road was the result of 
years of struggles, trials and tribula- 
tions on the part of its originators, As 
early as 1853 the president of a road 


company endéavored to obtain an ap- 
propriation of $50,000 from the Na- 


tional Government to complete a road 
and erect upon the summit an observa- 
tory. In 1858 Sylvester Marsh of Lit- 
tleton invented a railroad which he 
claimed would safely transport pas- 
sengers to the summit. In 1866 the 
railroad was begun, one-fourth of 
a mile being built in that year, three- 
fourths in 1867 and a mile in 1868. In 
1869 the entire work was completed at 
an expense of $500,000. The railroad 
up the Regi in Switzeriand was copied 
after it, as well as several others in 
Europe, all- being successful. The 
Pike’s Peak road was the second ven- 
ture of the kind in the country.”’ 
All this goeb to show that it is no 
chiia’s play to build a mountain road, 
and that it takes takes time. While 
the promoters of the Mt. Wilson pro- 
ject assert that it will only be a short 
time before the road is built, it is just 
ible that it will be many moons 
fore the work is completed. A gen- 
tleman who has been over the route 
surveyed states that the grade stakes 
do not loom up with any startling tre- 
quency. Now it will be admitted that 
rade stakes are a necessary prelim- 
nary toa roadbed and that it takes 
some time to place them. It may be 
that everything will happen just as 
the railroaders say, and that within a 
year peopie can reach the summit by 
electricity. Every Pasadenian devoutly 
hopes 80, at least. But if it doesn’t 
happen so soon, let consolation be de- 
rived from the history of the Mt. 
Washington road. 

Further on in THe Tres article 
some facts relating to Mt. Wilson are 
given which may not be generally 
known. The writer says: “The peak 
which will be the terminus of the road 
is named aiter the Hon. D. B. Wilson, 
one of the pioneers in the San Gabriel 
Valley. lu 1850 he laid out the tral 
tothe summit which has been used 
eyer since, his object being to obtain 
timber, and that the oid mission 
fathers obtained their timber from the 
same source there can be no doubt. 
Wuen the first white men made their 
way to the summit, they found the 
ruins of the foundations of a house, 

built by no one knows who, as there 
was not even a legend of an ascent by 
white men, and the opinion which holds 
umong the untwes is that some of the 
early Spanish settiers made the ascent, 
whico is more than probable. The 

ak was first brought prominently 
betere the public some months ago 
when Prof. Pickering took a telescope 
to the summit and found the location 
so admirable for astronomical pur- 
poses that it was decided to place here 
the largest refracting telescope in the 
world, the glass now being inthe hands 
of Alvan Clark of Cambridge, Mass.”

Rapid Work on the Belt 


Electric Road. 


WARM DAYS FOR RAILROAD MEN. 


Material for the Terminal—The Pa- 
cific Fast Fruit Line— New 
Station on the Santa 
Monica Line. 


Work on the Belt Electric road is being 
rushed by day and nigtit. The track of the
